dicted for Ohio this year. 
At the sam e time, feed crop pros­ 
pects for the nation are the poor­ 
est in 18 years .the Federal-State 
Crop Reporting Service predicted 
here today. 
A rem ark ab le im p ro v em en t was 
recorded in Ohio crops after rains 
and favorable te m p e ra tu re s coun­ 
tera cte d a dry late July and early 
August, the service reported. 
O hio’s corn harvest is expected 
to run IO per cent g re a te r than 
last year. An estim ated 212.976,000 
bushels nearly m atches the rec­ 
ord 1948 crop of 215,924.000 bushels. 
The Federal A gricultural M arket­ 
ing Service predicted 27.094,000 bus- 
A/iels of soybeans. L ast y e a r ’s h a r­ 
vest totaled 21,238,(KH). 
O ther crop prospects: 
1. The burley tobacco yield is 
expected to equal the per acre rec­ 
ord of 1.550 pounds set in 1952. 
2. Potatoes, under reduced ac re­ 
age, a re expected to till 70,000 bush­ 
els, less than last y e a r s ’ 4,800.000- 
bushel harvest. 
2 Apples are expected to reach 
>JHX).000 bushels, 
co m p ared with 
*620,000 bushels in 1953.

The annual revision of spending 
and income estim ates for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year which began July 
I, was m ade public last night, in­ 
dicating these over-all changes:

Eisenhower 
submitted 
the fiscal 1955 budget to Congress 
last January to a new* estim ate of 
$64 billion. This 
com pares 
with 
spending of $67.6 billion in the fis­ 
cal year which ended June 30. 
The estim ate of net budget re­ 
ceipts was cut from $62.7 billion in 
January to $59.3 billion. 


PRINCIPLE FACTORS contribu­ 
ting to the reduction were congres­ 
sional tax cuts, bigger-than expect­ 
ed refunds, and a sharp drop in 
corporation tax payments. Collec­ 
tions last fiscal year came to $64.6 
billion. 
Since the $3.4 billion dip in ex­ 
pected revenues outw eighed 
the 
$1.6 billion cut in spending, the ad­ 
m inistration’s estimate of its prob­ 
able deficit at the end of the fis­ 
cal year rose from $2 9 billion pre­ 
dicted in Janu ary to $4.7 billion. In 
fiscal 1954, red ink spending cam e 
to S3 billion.

Benson Eases

as wheat, corn, peanuts, cotton and 
tobacco by government crop allot­ 
ments. 
Under what had been called the 
strictest crop control program in 
history,

these diverted acres to non-cash 
crops such as grass, hav and the 
like. The idea was to prevent sur­ 
pluses in other cash crops which 
are not in over supply now.

they want except wheat, corn, pea­ 
nuts, cotton, major types of tobac­ 
co, potatoes and comm ercial vege­ 
tables.

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INFLATION A MENACE 
IT IS DOUBTFUL if the average person 
understands the deadly effects of inflation, 
which raises prices and reduces the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar at the same 
time. Economists say the dollar of today 
buys just half what it did in 1939. 
They give a concrete example of this de­ 
terioration: A $100 E bond, purchased in 
1942. and redeemed IO years later, took a 
beating in terms of purchasing power. The 
owner got back the equivalent of $61.50 in 
1942 dollars. So in effect he got no interest, 
and lost $13.50 of his principal besides. 
This, of course, is more or less a matter 
of bookkeeping. The $100 bond still has a 
face value of $100, and would undoubtedly 
sell for that amount if the currency were 
stabilized and the economy returned to 
normal. But it does show the danger of 
continued inflation on the entire financial 
structure of the nation. 
Cheap dollars have been responsible for 
an increase in the cost of government, re­ 
sulting in higher taxes. While prices and 
wrages rise taxes follow in the same gen­ 
eral proportion. A nation’s economy is no 
stronger than its currency. Inflation h a s 
ruined many countries. 


LEAVE THEM ALONE 
AT AN INTERNATIONAL convention of 
child psychiatrists in Toronto the other day 
Dr. Benjamin Spock of the Pittsburgh 
School of Medicine declared that m a n y 
children would be better off if their par­ 
ents didn’t get so much expert advice. 
Some of the experts, he asserted, do more 
harm than good. 
The best parents, said Dr. Spock, a r e 
those who show love or disapproval spon­ 
taneously and immediately, not the trou­ 
bled parents who find it necessary to con­ 
sult a book. The child is nurtured on both 
love and discipline, he said, and neither 
can be extracted from a book. Both must 
spring from instincts and childhood m em ­ 
ories of the parents. 
Dr. Hilde Bruch of Columbia Univer­ 
sity’s College of Physicians and Surgeons 
chimed in to say that “the time has come 
to leave mother and child alone.’’ She inti­ 
mated that the more psychiatric advice a 
mother accepts, the more likely the child 
will be to require psychiatric attention as 
it grows older. She called much child care 
advice “reckless.” 
So much for the “ experts” in the juve­ 
nile field. A time comes when some chil­ 
dren need special attention, but not all of 
them. There is no substitute for love and 
guidance in the home. Children who are 
not products of such homes can only be 
pitied.

1. To accept the initiative for war on the 
assumption that the country that strikes 
first will have the greatest advantage; 
2. To wait until we are hit and then to 
retaliate in full force; 
3. A continuation of conferences with the 
I object of delaying a shooting war as long 
as possible in the hope that something will 
happen—anything will happen—which will 
so weaken the Soviet Universal State that 
the necessity for war will have passed its 
historic moment; 
4. Total isolation without any attempt at 
meeting the pressing international p r o b ­ 
lems. 
Dean Acheson adds to these a fifth pos­ 
sibility, namely, the maintenance of a bal- 
I ance of power. These are his words: 
“ So it became increasingly plain as our 
third postwar debate on foreign policy in 
half a century went on that the United 
States was, and must remain, in and of the 
world, and that coexistence of the victors 
; and the maintenance of peace demanded 
the re-creation of a balancing power to the 
power of the Soviet system. . .” 
The historic error in the Acheson thesis 
is that he disregards the fact that the Unit­ 
ed States is the target for destruction by 
the Soviet Universal State. Great Britain 
can attempt to maintain the balance of 
power because it stands between the Unit­ 
ed States and Soviet Russia. 
As a matter of fact Great Britain has 
accepted that role and thus has, in reality, 
become a neutral power which was fully 
evident at Geneva. Great Britain is assum­ 
ed by Nationalist China to have prevented 
Formosa, the Republic of Korea and Japan 
from being invited to attend the Manila 
Conference where they rightly belonged. 
The way is not open for the United States 
to attempt to maintain a balance of power 
• because it is the United States which is the 
principal objective enemy of the S o v i e t 
world. In a word, Dean Acheson concept 
fits the year 1947 but not 1954. In 1948, the 
Soviet Universal State was moving in the 
direction of consolidating its p o w e r in 
China and Germany and the United States 
was building a coalition in Western Europe 
which became NATO and sought to build 
a European Defense Community by treaty. 
The United States has been defeated in 
these efforts, principally by Great Britain 
and France and by its own military failure 
in Korea. 
Let us now analyze the ways that a r e 
open to this country. To take the initiative 
for war is offensive to American public 
opinion and although the President can by­ 
pass the Constitutional authority of Con­ 
gress, as President Truman did in the Ko­ 
rean War, it is doubtful whether President 
Eisenhower would do anything of the sort. 
Therefore, the method of retaliation is 
really the first one open to this country. 
But the method of retaliation requires a 
fixed policy, a demarcation on a map of 
the American sphere of authority beyond 
which the Soviet Universal State may not 
move a toe without the peril of retaliation. 
The United States has no such fixed policy. 
Is it the river Elbe in Europe? Is it the 
17th Parallel in Indochina? Is it the 38th 
Parallel in Korea? Is it 12 miles off the 
China Coast? Is it the line of islands run- 
I ning from Japan, through Formosa, t h e 
Pescadores, the Philippines, to Australia 
and New Zealand?

Adults Match Children 
In Swallowing Inedibles

ADULTS m atch children in th e 
a r t of breathing in or swallowing 
of foreign substances. T he p e a ­ 
nu ts, pennies, and safety pins 
discovered in the air a n d food 
passages of children are su r- j 
passed by the fish, chicken and 
steak bones and even p a rts of 
dental plates th a t are found in 
th e eating and lung tubes of 
adults. 
Age Groups Involved 
Different objects are, of course, 
swallowed by the different age 
groups Safety pins are m ore often 
swallowed by children between 
seven m onths an d two years of 
age. P eanuts seem to be th e n e m ­ 
esis of 15 m onths to four years 
of age. It is not uncom m on to find 
a carp enter who h a s swallowed 
tacks by mistake, while m any 
a d u lts choke on chicken bones. 
Use of X ray 
Sometim es a p a re n t is n o t sure 
w h e th e r or not an in fa n t has 
swallowed anything. M any chil­ 
dren will deny swallowing an ob­ 
ject. X -ray or fluoroscopy can 


often settle the question. 
The first symptoms are a vio­ 
lent choking and gagging. This 
quickly subsides as th e object 
travels farther down into the sys­ 
tem. There it may rem ain fixed 
for several days and there m ay 
be no symptoms at all until it 
perforates or breaks th rou gh and 
affects ciher organs. Some of the 
other symptoms are hoarseness, 
c o u g h i n g , a n d s h o r t n e s s of 
breath. 
The best treatm en t is its pre­ 
vention by precaution. As soon as 
it has been discovered th a t a 
child has swallowed som ething, 
he should be rushed to his physi­ 
cian, who will usually be able to 
remove the object by the use of 
special instrum ents.

WASHINGTON 
Wiley, 
the Wisconsin Republican who is 
chairman of the Senate’s Foreign 
Relations Committee, has come up 
with some ideas which seem head­ 
ed no place. 
His ideas—he offers them for 
study and not as flat proposals for 
the United States to follow*—are 
aimed at possible changes in the 
United Nations’ way of doing busi­ 
ness. 
When the wartime Allies stitched 
the UN. together in San Francisco 
in 1945 they agreed on how they’d I 
operate, writing their agreement j 
into 111 articles of the U.N. Char- I 
ter. 
Foreseeing that some of them 
might want to change those rules 
some day, they wrote in a rule 
for doing just that. It’s rule No. 
IOO. 
Ifs a beaut. Briefly, it says none 
of the rules can loc changed with­ 
out approval of two-thirds of the 
U N. members—there are now 60 
—including all 5 permanent mem- : 
bors of the Security Council. 
The five permanent 
members 
are 
the 
United 
States, 
Russia, ! 
Britain, France, and Nationalist 
China. Rule No. 109 means, then, 
any one of the five could veto any 
change. 
Rule No. 109 also says the U N. 
must, in 1955, put on its docket 
the question of revising the char­ 
ter But whether the members go 
into a special conference to consid­ 
er changes is left up to them at 
the time. 
One of the things which makes 
Wiley unhappy is that Russia real­ 
ly has three votes in the General 
Assembly while every other na­ 
tion. including tile United States, 
has only one. 
The Union of Soviet Socialist Re­ 
publics is made up of Republics 
just as the United States is made 
up of states but Russia as a whole 
and two Russian republics, the 
Ukraine and Byelorussia, are U.N. 
members. 
The 
Ukraine 
and 
Byelorussia 
rouldn’t be thrown out unless the 
charter was changed. And Russia 
could veto that. 
This veto power in the Security 
Council is also something which 
needs study, Wiley says. But no 
one around here is predicting the 
United States would ever let the 
veto power be taken 
from 
the 
councils 
five 
permanent 
mem­ 
bers 
The United States can use that 
veto any time it wishes to prevent 
the U N. from pushing through a 
major proposal which this country 
considers injurious to its interests. 
Wiley notes another study prob­ 
lem: 
The 
present 
one-state-one- 
vote arrangement in the General 
Assembly, which gives the sm all-1 
est nation as much voting power 
there as the largest. 
Wiley asked his staff on the 
Foreign 
Relations Committee to 
make a study and a report. The 
report was released last night to- j 
gether with Wiley’s introductory 
statement. 
This report suggested some pos 
sible solutions but offered none as 
a final answer. This could be pro­ 
posed, for instance: 
Instead of limiting each mem­ 
ber, large or small, to one vote, 
let each member have a number 
of vote* in accordance with its 
size, population. national income, 
and the money it spends to help 
support the U N. 
It’s hard to see the small U N. 
nations going for a proposition that 
would 
give 
the 
big 
powers 
a 
.stronger say and themselves less. 
So it is difficult to see how a 
two-thirds majority could be mus­ 
tered for such a change, even if 
all the big five should approve. 
And even though 59 UN mem 
hers approved the weighted-vote 
formula, 
Russia 
could veto the 
whole business.

D etroit Calm A fte r Riots, 
Want To Learn 
N o w G ive s N e g ro Big Break Judo's Tricks? 
Visit The Fair 


E ditor’s Note — Detroit, scene 
of a bloody race riot ll years 
ago, recently was 
called 
“ the 
place where Negroes have the 
best chance of 
making 
good.” 
How did Detroit do it? Here is 
the story of a 
northern 
city’s 
progress in race relations 
and 
its current problem, pointed up 
by the Supreme Court desegre­ 
gation ruling.

DETROIT LIV-Eleven years ago, 
in the midst of a global war a g a in st. 
oppression, 
a 
tragic 
race 
riot i 
smudged Detroit’s worldwide rep­ 
utation as the “ arsenal of demo­ 
cracy.” 
Now that smudge is wearing off. 
Racial 
tensions 
have eased im ­ 
measurably since those sweltering 
days in June 1943. when whites 
and Negroes engaged 
in 
pitched 
battles for blocks 
around 
down- ; 
tow n Cadillac Square. 
Thirty-four persons—25 Negroes i 
and 9 whites—died violently, vie- ; 
ti ms of gunfire, clubs and other ! 
weapons. Some were killed by po- I 
lice. Many were killed by unknown 
assailants blinded 
by 
hatred 
to 
everything except 
their victims’ I 
color. 
Hundreds were injured. Property 
dam age ran into hundreds of thou­ 
sands. Rioting raged on tor a week 
before 
police, 
aided 
by 
Army j 
troops, restored peace. 
While 
various 
factions 
argued 
about who was responsible, the city 
went to work to improve race re­ 
lations. Civic, religious, 
business 
and 
labor groups pitched in to 
help. 
An 
interracial 
committee 
was 
set up under then Mayor Edward 
J 
Jeffries. Its 
director, 
George 
Schermer, won a national reputa­ 
tion 
for 
his 
accomplishments. 
When he went to Philadelphia to do 
.similar work, the committee was 
established by city ordinance as 


I the Commission on Community Re­ 
lations. 
John 
Laud 
became 
Its 
: director. 
Things reached such a harmoni­ 
ous state a year ago that Walter 
White, executive secretary of the 
National Assn. for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People, wrote: 
“ Once the hotbed of race riots, 
Detroit now is setting an example 
for American cities in the forth­ 
right way she is eliminating hos­ 
tility 
between 
whites 
a n d 
Ne­ 
groes.” 
Leaders of Detroit's 300,000 ne­ 
groes say much needs to be done 
yet. Some say th.e situation has 
! taken a turn for the worse in the 
past year. They point out their race 
represents 17 per cent of the city’s 
population, but: 
Negroes can't get into some of 
city’s welfare aid. 
Negroes commit more than hall 
of the city's crimes. 
Negrose can’t get into some of 
the city's housing projects and thou 
sands of them live in squalor. 
They also contend segregation 
continues in the Detroit school sys­ 
tem despite a 70-year-old Michigan 
law and the recent U. S. Supreme 
Court decision against it. 
Edward M. Turner, president of 
the Detroit branch of NAACP. says 
school 
districts 
are 
“ gerrym an­ 
d ered” 
to 
separate 
Negro 
and 
1 white students. He also says Negro 
teachers are not assigned to pre­ 
dominantly white schools. 
Arthur 
M. 
Dondineau, 
D eloit 
school 
superintendent, 
vigorously 
denies this. He says school districts 
are set up without regard to color, 
and teachers are assigned “ where 
they have a reasonable chance of 
I succeeding.” 
“ Up to this point,” he adds, “ it 
has not been necessary to change 
any of our policies because of the 
Supreme Court decision.” 
Ironically, the most immediate 
and profound Detroit development 
stemm ing from that decision in­ 
volved not schools but housing 
Federal District Judge Arthur F 


Lederle held in June that the city 
has no right to practice segregation 
in its housing projects. He cited 
the high court s finding that segre­ 
gation 
of students in schools is 
“ psychologically harm ful.” He said 
since such students 
spend 
more 
time in their homes than in schools, 
segregation in housing would be 
“ even more harm ful.” 
Turner said the decision would 
“ end once and for all the last ves­ 
tige of legal segregation officially 
practiced and sanctioned by the 
municipal government of Detroit.” 
Four public housing projects now 
have all-white residents and two 
have all-Negro. Only the last pro­ 
ject, built in a mixed neighborhood 
just 
outside 
downtown, 
is 
inte­ 
grated. 
Residents of the all-white housing 
projects—many of them from the 
South—have fought strenuously all 
proposals to admit Negroes. 
Judge Lederle’s decision is being 
appealed to the U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 
The suit was brought three years

The original “ containment pol­ 
icy" of Harry Truman was vitiated 
by the Korean and Indochina Wars 
although Soviet Russia moved no 
further in Europe except by t h e 
process of infiltration. But to So- j 
viet Russia, infiltration is a weap­ 
on of war. 
The Communis^ P a r t i e s of 
France and Italy are Russian p a r­ 
tie s directed by the Kremlin. Ruth 
Fischer, once one of the top le a d -; 
ors of the G erman Communit P a r­ 
ty, in her book, “ Stalin and G e r-1 
man Communism,” establishes be­ 
yond doubt the breakdown of inde­ 
pendent National Communist Par- ; 
ties and their incorporation in the 
Russian state system as instru­ 
ments of infiltration. Earl Browder 
was thrown out of the American 
Communist Party because he 
in-1 
sisted that it be an American, not 
a Russian, Party. 
The “ containment policy” ignor­ 
ed infiltration as a method of war 
and therefore was inadequate. The 
“ retaliation policy” comes closer 
to reality but can only be tested by 
use—and use of it would be a fight­ 
ing war on a universal scale. Nev­ 
ertheless, it would be a safer guide 
for the United States if it 
were 
clear that there is a point beyond 
which we shall retaliate.

Jai McNeil of the Tabernacle Bap­ 
tist church, rem arked recently: 
“ Our people look upon Detroit 
as their ‘city of opportunity’, the 
place where Negroes have the best 
chance of making good.” 
He added: “ The Negro who can t 
make 
good 
in 
Detroit 
couldn’t 
make good anywhere.” 
Politically, the increasing Negro 
population is exerting more and 
more 
influence. 
Last 
m o n t h , 
Charles C. Diggs Jr. won the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination for Congress in 
a central Detroit district. If elect­ 
ed, he will be the first Negro con­ 
gressm an in Michigan history. 
One visting Negro church leader 
told a congregation here: 
“ You Detroit colored people have 
never had it so good. 
“ I hope to live long enough to see 
the time when we won’t need any 
FEPC or interracial committees. 
when the churches, schools, gov­ 
ernm ents and social agencies take 
over the problem of integration out 
of real conviction, not because of 
gentle persuasion.”

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Figures Show Sports Low 
In Causing Fatal Injuries 


Rarely an Autumn rolls around 


again without stirring anew die ar­ 


gument over the influence of ath­ 


letics, and especially football, on a 


boy’s education. 


In Pickaw ay County, as in almost 


every other area of sim ilar size, 


there are always a number of per­ 
ennial debates between parents and 
their football-minded boys, and per­ 
haps between parents and school 
officials, over the merits of schol­ 
astic sports. When parents object to 
their son playing football in school, 
their objections are usually aimed 
beyond the risk of personal injury 
in itself. 
They feel even more that the 
gridiron sport— more t h a n a n y 
other in the amateur sphere— can 
easily he overemphasized until the 
student loses Night of an education's 
main purpose. And in reference to 
injuries, when they come. the p ar­ 
ents frequently point out they may 
be of a type which w ill handicap 
the youth in later life. 
How much the game of football 
really distracts the willing student 
from his books is an argument all 
its own. And so is the question of 
how seriously the relatively minor 
sports injuries can handicap a car­ 
eer. 
But at least one of the world's 
biggest insurance companies has 
fired a statistical shot at the idea 
that an athlete runs considerable 
risk of fatal injury. The firm 's stat­ 
isticians stressed how fatal injuries 
in sports, 
although they 
receive 
widespread notice, are relatively 
rare. 
The 
statisticians, 
studying 
the 
causes of death among the millions 
of males between the ages of IO and 
29 insured under the com pany’s in­ 
dustrial policies, discovered t h a t 
less than one in each 300 accidental 
deaths could be attributed to com­ 
petitive 
sports. 
During 
the 
two 
years under study— 1951 and 1952— 
only l l deaths in 
this 
group 
re­ 
sulted from competitive athletics. 
On the com pany’s records, base­ 
ball and softball accounted for four 
of these deaths, golf for three, bas­ 
ketball for two, and 
football 
and 
track for one death each. 
Information g a t h e r e d from a 
wide variety of sources supported 
the results of the insurance firm s 
study. Fo r instance, New York City 
records show’ that the largest city 
in the country has averaged only 
three deaths a year from compet­ 
itive sports for more than 30 years. 
In baseball, the professional m aj­ 
or leagues with their 400 players 
have not had a fatality from injur­ 
ies on the field since 1920. In major 
league professional h o c k e y—re­ 
garded by m any as the roughest of 
sports— there has not been a death 
since 1937. Professional basketball 
has no record of a fatal injury in 
a game. 
The only death on the field in soc­ 
cer in four decades was the result 
of a heart attack. 
Roller derby, 
one of the newer professional sports 
with about IOO skaters :> year in 
competition, has not been respon­ 
sible for a skating fatality since its 
inception in 1935. 
The statisticians pointed out that 
it is impossible to compare the risk 


of fatal in ju ry between the various 
competitive sports, because figures 
on the number of persons partici­ 
pating in each are not available. 
However, they add. football and 
boxing -the two most popular “ con­ 
tact” sports— are responsible for a 
large proportion of the accidental 
deaths in sports, when they do oc 
cur. 
In the five year period from 1949 
through 1953, 65 direct and 29 in­ 
direct deaths from football have 
been reported. The direct deaths 
were those from injuries 8118131110(1 
during p ay—in tackling, blocking, 
piling up- while those classed 
as 
indirect w ere due to infection, heart 
failure, pneumonia, and other con­ 
ditions resulting from the game. 
High school football accounted for 
37 of the direct deaths. This was 
equivalent to an annual death rate 


of 1.2 per 100.000 for the 600.000 
students a year playing the game. 
College football, with about 65,000 
players each year, had four direct 
deaths with about the same death 
rate. Professional and semi-profes­ 
sional football had nine deaths and 
sandlot football had 15 during the 
1949-1953 period. 
Annual surveys by The Ring, the 
magazine of boxing, ofr the same 
five-year period showed a total of 
12 deaths among professional box­ 
ers and 17 among amateurs. Be­ 
cause of the efforts of state boxing 
authorities to make the sport safer, 
deaths among 
professional 
fight­ 
ers have been decreasing in recent 
> ears. 
There are about 3.000 licensed 
professionals in the United States, 
and probably a larger number of 
am ateur boxers.
